PARIS, March 16.—Part of the mys-

Is Bailey Now a Senator. 
To the Editor of thé Post-Dispatch. 

The inquiry is respectfully submitted whether 
or not the State of Texas is short of one Sena- 
tor? It is a rule of law in most jurisdictions 
that an: official may resign his office at pleas- 
use, without the assent of the body or appointing 
power from which he obtained his office; and in 


absolute and unconditional resignation - vacates 
an office from the time tle resignation reaches 
the proper authority, without any acceptance, ex- 
press or implied, on part of the latter. In the 
[og of U. 8. vs. Wright, I’ McLean 612, it was 
held that a civil officer has the right to resign 
his office, at pleasure; that it is only neces- 
ary that the resignation should be received in 
order to take immediate effect, and this does 
not ‘depend upon the acceptance or rejection 
j of the resignation. 

If this rule is to hold in the case of Senator 
Bailey, then on the filing of his unconditional 
resignation of the office of United States Sena- 
tor, with’ the Governor of the State of Texas, 
his office. ipso factc. became vacant, and Senator 
Bailey could not reinstate, himself in office by a 
subsequent “withdrawal!” of his resignation. 
Undey the rule stated, neither the acceptance nor 
réjection of the resignation’ by the Governor 
of Texas, would have any effect whatever; it 
is the simple filimge of the resignation with the 
proper authority which vacates the office.
